YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1927. 


The  total  amount  of  coal  produced  in  the  Province  during  the 
year  was  6,936,780  tons,  of  which  1,508,089  tons  were  sold  for  con¬ 
sumption  in  the  Province  of  Alberta,  2,250,154  tons  in  other  prov¬ 
inces  in  Canada,  45,160  tons  for  consumption  in  the  United  States, 
2,759,765  tons  were  sold  to  Railroad  Companies,  19,046  tons  were 
used  making  Briquettes,  287  tons  were  used  making  Coke,  248,565 
tons  were  used  under  Colliery  Boilers,  8,264  tons  were  used  by 
Colliery  Railroads,  44,160  tons  were  put  to  Stock  and  105,974  tons 
were  put  on  the  Waste  Heap. 

In  addition  to  the  coal  mined,  44,113  tons  of  shale  and  2,102 
tons  of  bituminous  sands  were  produced  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  production  of  coal  during  the  year 
was  427,872  tons  greater  than  the  production  for  the  year  1926,  also 
that  it  was  the  largest  output  ever  produced  in  the  Province, 
being  27,857  tons  greater  than  the  production  of  the  year  1920 
when  6,908,923  tons  were  produced. 

There  were  1  shale  mine  and  2  open  pits  producing  shale  for 
brick-making,  also  325  coal  mines  in  operation  during  the  year 
1927 ;  of  the  latter  22  were  opened,  12  re-opened  and  63  abandoned. 
In  addition  to  the  mines  abandoned  49  were  closed  temporarily, 
leaving  259  mines  in  operation  at  December  31,  1927. 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  staff  of  District  Inspectors  during 
the  year,  Mr.  Bernard  Nugent,  of  Drumheller,  being  appointed  with 
headquarters  at  Camrose,  replacing  Mr.  John  Crawford,  who  was 
transferred  to  East  Crow’s  Nest,  Cascade  and  Nordegg  areas  with 
headquarters  at  Blairmore. 

The  Commission  appointed  to  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
cause  of  the  explosion  which  occurred  in  the  mine  operated  by  the 
McGillivray  Creek  Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Ltd.,  near  Coleman,  on 
November  23,  1926,  held  sessions  in  the  Oddfellows  Hall,  Coleman, 
commencing  November  15,  1927,  continuing  until  November  22, 
1927,  the  Hon.  H.  Harvey,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Appellate  Court 
being  the  Commissioner.  The  findings  of  the  Commission  were 
that  the'  cause  of  the  explosion  was  the  ignition  of  gas  and  dust 
from  the  heat  generated  in  the  last  shot  fired  in  the  rock  face  of 
No.  4  Level  North.  The  delay  in  holding  the  session  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  was  caused  through  the  necessity  for  cleaning  up  the  caves 
on  No.  4  North  Entry  after  the  water  was  pumped  out. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inspections  of  mines,  all  serious  and 
fatal  accidents  have  been  investigated,  and  all  inquests  have  been 
attended. 

An  amendment  to  The  Mines  Act  was  passed  at  the  1927  Session 
of  the  Legislature  requiring  that  “from  and  after  the  30th  day  of 
September  no  person  shall  work  at  the  working  faces  in  any  mine 
unless  he  is  the  holder  of  a  Certificate  of  Competency  as  a  Coal¬ 
miner.”  There  have  been  granted  by  examination  to  December  31, 
1927,  7,480  Certificates  of  Competency  as  Coal-miners. 
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Samples  of  mine  air  have  been  taken  in  different  mines  by  the 
District  Inspectors  in  addition  to  tests  made  by  them  with  the 
Burrell  Gas  Detector.  These  samples  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Department  of  Mines,  Ottawa,  for  analysis. 

Samples  of  coal-dust  have  been  collected  from  the  roadways  in 
various  mines  and  forwarded  to  the  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  Council  of  Alberta  for  screen  tests  for  fineness  also  for 
analysis  for  combustible  contents,  samples  of  coal  have  also  been 
taken  and  forwarded  to  the  Council  for  analysis. 

The  regulations  requiring  that,  in  mines  which  are  dry  and 
dusty,  the  roadways  must  be  rock-dusted  to  the  extent  that  the 
combustible  content  of  the  dust  is  kept  less  than  50  per  cent.,  were 
passed  by  Order-in-Council,  January  24,  1927,  and  have  been  put 
into  effect.  All  bituminous  mines  which  are  dry  have  rock-dusted 
the  main  roadways  with  crushed  limestone. 

The  permitted  explosive  list  was  amended  during  the  year  by 
adding  as  Order  No.  27  the  explosive  known  as  CXL-ite  No.  2, 
which  is  used  for  blasting  rock. 

There  were  in  use  at  the  mines  during  the  year  780  safety  lamps 
of  the  Wolfe  Flame  Type  and  11  of  the  Koehler  Flame  Type,  and 
5,090  Electric  portable  lamps  of  the  Edison  Cap  Type. 

The  use  of  purchased  electric  power  by  the  mines  in  the  Province 
is  increasing,  there  having  been  used  in  the  mines  in  the  Edmonton 
area  683,425  k.w.  hours,  which  power  was  purchased  from  the  City 
of  Edmonton.  In  the  Crow’s  Nest  area  there  were  11,923,930  k.w. 
hours  used,  which  power  was  purchased  from  the  hydro-electric 
plant  operated  by  the  East  Kootenay  Power  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Bull 
River,  B.C.  This  plant  is  now  assisted  in  taking  care  of  the  peak 
load  and  other  load  conditions  by  the  steam- operated  plant  in¬ 
stalled  by  this  company  at  Crow’s  Nest  Lake.  In  the  Drumheller 
area  there  were  2,336,027  k.w.  hours  used,  which  power  was 
purchased  from  the  Union  Power  Co.  of  Drumheller,  which  plant 
also  supplied  72,082  k.w.  hours  to  mines  in  the  Carbon  area.  There 
were  173,565  k.w.  hours  purchased  from  the  City  of  Lethbridge 
and  used  by  the  mines  in  the  Lethbridge  area.  In  the  Redcliff 
area  100,240  k.w.  hours  were  used,  which  power  was  purchased 
from  the  City  of  Medicine  Hat. 

There  were  29  prosecutions  instituted  for  contraventions  of  the 
provisions  of  The  Mines  Act,  a  conviction  being  obtained  in  each 
case. 

There  were  11,639  persons  employed  during  the  month  of 
December,  1927,  which  was  an  increase  of  274  over  the  number 
employed  during  the  month  of  December,  1926.

THE  MINES  BRANCH 


FATAL  ACCIDENTS,  192  7 

Paul  Makarevich,  February  24th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  W.  Robinson 
near  Forestburg,  caused  by  his  being  struck  by  flying  coal  from  a  shot. 
He  was  acting  as  overman  and  had  gone  into  the  mine  in  the  evening 
to  fire  shots.  He  apparently  had  ignited  two  shots  and  went  back  to  the 
face  before  the  second  shot  had  exploded,  being  struck  by  flying  coal 
from  same.  Jaw  fractured  and  internal  injuries.  He  was  dead  when 
found. 

Ilko  Semkowich,  April  28th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Luscar 
Collieries,  Ltd.,  at  Luscar,  caused  through  his  being  crushed  between 
cars  and  timber.  He  was  standing  on  the  siding  when  a  trip  of  loaded 
cars  was  being  hauled  onto  the  siding,  and  in  stepping  out  of  the  way  he 
was  caught  and  crushed  between  the  timber  and  the  side  of  the  cars. 
Chest  crushed  and  internal  injuries,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  in 
the  hospital  at  Luscar  on  May  12,  1927. 

Steve  Malochowski,  May  4th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  Lakeside  Coals, 
Ltd.,  near  Wabamun,  caused  through  his  falling  in  front  of  a  railroad 
car  and  being  run  over.  He  was  spotting  an  empty  railroad  car  at  the 
tipple,  the  car  being  hauled  by  a  rope  attached  to  a  steam-operated  winch. 
He  was  climbing  onto  the  front  end  of  the  car  when  he  fell  across  the 
rail  in  front  of  the  car;  the  right  wheel  passed  over  him,  his  left  wrist 
and  forearm  being  fractured,  also  internal  injuries.  Death  was  instan¬ 
taneous. 

Martin  Haynes,  May  22nd,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Western  Gem 
Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  near  Drumheller,  caused  through  a  fall  of  rock.  He  was 
engaged  brushing  the  roof  in  No.  7  East  entry.  He  had  fired  two  shots 
and  was  back  examining  the  roof.  He  was  trying  to  pull  down  a  large 
piece  of  rock  when  it  came  suddenly,  and  he  fell  under  the  rock  as  it 
dropped.  He  received  severe  internal  injuries,  from  the  effects  of  which 
he  died  in  the  Drumheller  Hospital  five  hours  later. 

Thos.  Muir,  May  27th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Brazeau  Col¬ 
lieries,  Ltd.,  at  Nordegg,  caused  through  his  falling  off  the  bench,  striking 
his  back  on  a  rail.  He  was  working  on  the  bench  at  the  face  of  28 
room  10  gangway  digging  coal  when  a  piece  of  the  bench  coal  slipped 
away,  causing  him  to  fall,  striking  his  back  on  the  rail.  Fractured  pelvis 
and  internal  injuries,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  in  the  Nordegg 
Hospital  on  May  31st,  1927. 

P.  Emsky,  on  June  14th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Luscar  Collieries, 
Ltd.,  at  Luscar,  caused  through  his  being  struck  by  a  trip  of  runaway  mine 
cars.  He  was  on  the  slope  near  the  entrance  to  No.  3  level  parting,  when 
a  trip  of  empty  cars,  which  were  being  lowered  on  the  slope,  became  un¬ 
coupled  and  going  down  the  slope  became  derailed  at  the  switch.  He  was 
struck  by  the  cars,  his  skull  being  fractured,  causing  instant  death. 

H.  Bobeshko,  June  16th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  West  Canadian 
Collieries,  Ltd.,  Bellevue,  caused  through  his  falling  in  front  of  a  loaded 
trip  of  mine  cars.  He  was  working  as  brakeman  on  a  compressed  air 
operated  locomotive,  and  was  riding  on  the  front  end  of  a  trip  of  cars, 
when  he  fell  in  front  of  the  cars,  being  pushed  along  for  some  distance 
under  the  cars.  He  was  dead  when  found  and  was  under  the  fourth  car, 
his  leg,  neck  and  arm  being  broken,  causing  instant  death. 

Chas.  Saunigi,  June  20th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  West  Canadian 
•Collieries,  Ltd.,  Bellevue,  caused  through  his  being  struck  by  a  fall  of  coal. 
He  was  working  at  the  face  taking  down  coal,  which  had  been  undercut  by 
a  coal-cutting  machine,  when  a  large  piece  of  coal  fell  from  the  face  and 
knocked  him  down.  His  neck,  leg  and  arm  were  fractured,  causing  instant 
death. 

Rufus  Neil,  August  15th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  International 
Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Coleman,  caused  through  his  being  struck  by  a 
fall  of  coal.  A  piece  of  coal  fell  from  the  face,  and  rolling  down  the 
chute  crushed  him  against  a  prop.  Fractured  ribs,  which  pierced  the 
pleura  causing  pneumonia,  from  which  he  died  in  the  Coleman  Hospital 
on  August  17,  1927. 

George  Lowe,  August  27th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Luscar  Col¬ 
lieries,  Ltd.,  at  Luscar,  caused  through  his  being  caught  between  a  crow¬ 
bar  and  the  roof.  He  was  loading  coal  into  mine  cars  and  was  using  a 
steel  crowbar  to  loosen  some  large  pieces  when  a  piece  slipped,  forcing  the 
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bar  up  against  his  throat  and  pinned  him  against  the  timber.  The  bar 
pressed  against  the  nerve  controlling  the  heart,  causing  paralysis  of  the 
heart,  which  resulted  in  his  death  before  he  could  be  released. 

Geo.  Young,  October  5th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Alberta  Block 
Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  Drumheller,  caused  through  a  fall  of  rock.  He  was  mining- 
coal  at  the  face  when  a  large  piece  of  rock  fell  from  the  roof,  striking 
him  on  the  head,  fracturing  his  skull  and  causing  instant  death. 

Philip  Zima,  October  12th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Caledonian 
Collieries,  Ltd.,  near  Drumheller,  caused  through  his  being  struck  by  flying- 
coal  from  a  shot.  He  was  working  in  a  room  off  the  main  entry;  shots 
had  been  fired  at  the  face  of  entry  and  in  a  slant  off  the  entry  and  at 
the  face  in  his  room.  The  miner  working  in  the  entry  had  returned  to 
the  face  to  fire  a  second  shot,  when  his  light  became  extinguished  and 
he  called  Zima  to  give  him  a  light.  Zima  was  on  his  way  to  the  face 
when  a  second  shot,  which  had  previously  been  lighted  at  the  face  of  the 
slant,  exploded.  The  flying  coal  struck  Zima,  fracturing-  his  left  leg. 
Gangrene  developed,  and  the  leg  was  amputated  below  the  knee  on  Oct. 
13th  and  a  further  amputation  on  the  14th  of  October,  and  he  died  from 
the  effects  of  shock  on  October  15,  1927. 

E.  Panico,  October  21st,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Ideal  Coal  Co., 
Ltd.,  Wayne,  caused  through  a  fall  of  rock  at  the  face  of  room.  He  was 
preparing  to  put  up  timber  at  the  face  of  room  when  a  large  piece  of 
rock  fell  from  the  roof,  striking  him  on  the  head.  Fractured  skull,  death 
being  instantaneous. 

Sam  Bondex*,  November  9th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Mountain 
Park  Collieries,  Ltd.,  at  Mountain  Park,  caused  through  his  being  caught 
under  a  cave  of  rock  in  pillar  workings.  He,  along  with  his  partner,  had 
put  a  hole  through  onto  the  counter  level.  He  went  around  onto  the 
counter  level  when  a  large  cave  of  coal  occurred,  burying  him.  He  was 
dead  when  the  body  was  brought  out  from  below  the  cave,  death  being- 
caused  by  suffocation. 

Joseph  B.  Hewitt,  November  23rd,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Great 
West  Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Aerial,  caused  through  a  fall  of  rock.  He,  along 
with  his  partner,  was  loading  coal.  They  had  loaded  16  cars  and  neglected 
to  put  up  timber.  Hewitt  was  shovelling  coal  when  a  large  piece  of  rock 
fell  from  the  roof  on  top  of  him,  burying  him  and  killing  him  instantly. 

John  Holmes,  November  18th,  at  the  mine  operated  by  the  Newcastle 
Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  Drumheller,  caused  through  a  scratch.  He  was  working  as 
a  stableman  at  the  mine,  and  while  repairing  some  harness  sratched  his 
finger  with  a  copper  rivet.  He  continued  working  until  the  21st,  when 
blood  poisoning  having  developed  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
died  on  November  24th,  1927. 

Fred  Morris,  November  30th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Caledonian 
Collieries,  Ltd.,  near  Drumheller,  caused  through  his  falling  down  the 
shaft.  He  was  engaged  as  a  pumpman  and  had  come  on  shift  to  make 
some  repairs  to  a  pump.  He  was  waiting  for  the  overman,  who  had  not 
arrived  at  the  mine.  He  then  arranged  with  the  hoist  engineer  to  hoist 
the  cage  to  the  ground  landing  in  order  that  he  could  go  down  to  the 
pump.  He  went  out  of  the  hoist  house  and  apparently  forgot,  as  he 
opened  the  gate  and  went  through  before  the  cage  was  brought,  falling 
down  the  shaft  onto  the  top  of  the  cage,  being  instantly  killed. 

Mai’tin  Hai'per,  December  2nd,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  North 
American  Collieries,  Ltd.,  at  Coalhurst,  caused  through  a  fall  of  rock.  He 
was  loading  coal  when  a  fall  of  rock  took  place,  burying  him.  He  had 
been  instructed  to  put  up  timber,  but  had  neglected  to  do  so,  and  was 
dead  when  found. 

Alex.  Koponen,  December  10th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Rose 
Deer  Coal-mining  Co.,  Ltd.,  Wayne,  caused  through  a  fall  of  coal.  He  was 
working  at  the  face  and  had  practically  cleaned  up  his  place  when  a 
piece  of  top  coal  fell,  striking  him  on  the  head.  Skull  fractured,  causing 
practically  instant  death. 

George  Christie,  December  14th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  West 
Canadian  Collieries,  Ltd.,  Bellevue,  caused  through  his  attempting  to  get 
into  the  man  trip  while  same  was  being  taken  to  the  loading  station. 
Chi'istie  was  getting  in  when  the  driver  started  to  take  the  cars  in  to  the 
station.  He  stood  on  the  bumpers  between  the  cars  until  at  the  manway 
when  he  attempted  to  climb  in  and  struck  his  head  against  an  overhead 
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pipe,  which  knocked  him  down  between  the  cars,  and  before  the  driver 
could  be  signalled  to  stop  the  cars  moved  some  distance  and  he  was 
crushed  between  them.  Both  legs  broken,  chest  crushed,  heart  ruptured 
and  internal  injuries,  death  being  practically  instantaneous. 

Herbert  Mather,  December  15th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Penn 
Mines,  Ltd.  (Chinook  Mine),  at  Edmonton,  caused  by  a  fall  of  rock.  He 
was  working  at  the  face  of  a  crosscut  when  a  cave  occurred.  He  waited 
until  the  caving  settled,  then  went  out  from  the  face  to  put  up  timber. 
He  was  in  the  act  of  placing  a  timber  when  a  further  cave  occurred, 
burying  him.  Chest  crushed,  causing  instant  death. 

Thomas  Burak,  December  16th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Great 
West  Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Aerial,  caused  through  a  fall  of  rock.  He  was 
loading  coal  when  a  large  piece  of  rock  fell  from  the  roof,  swinging  out 
two  sets  of  timber,  falling  on  top  of  him,  crushing  him  and  causing  instant 
death. 

H.  Howralish,  December  17th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  at  Hardieville,  near 
Lethbridge,  caused  through  his  leg  being  crushed  between  cars.  He  was 
getting  an  empty  car  to  take  into  his  place.  There  were  two  cars  left 
standing  on  the  entry,  which  has  a  down  grade.  He  took  the  first  car 
and  neglected  to  sprag  the  other  car,  which  came  down  behind  him  and 
caught  his  right  leg  between  the  bumpers,  causing  compound  fracture  of 
right  leg,  in  which  gangrene  developed,  from  the  effects  of  which  he 
died  on  December  21,  1927. 

John  Kloos,  December  23rd,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Receiver  for 
the  Bondholders  of  the  Leland  Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  near  Taber,  caused  through 
a  fall  of  rock.  He,  along  with  his  partner,  was  working  at  the  face.  They 
had  tried  to  take  down  a  large  piece  of  rock,  but  failed.  They  then 
started  to  place  a  set  of  timber  under  it.  Kloos  was  tightening  the 
second  prop  under  the  boom  when  the  rock  fell,  knocking  out  the  timber 
and  falling  onto  him,  crushing  his  head.  Fractured  skull,  resulting  in 
death  four  hours  after  the  accident. 

Laddie  Skarydko,  December  27th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  West 
Canadian  Collieries,  Ltd.,  Bellevue,  caused  through  runaways  cars.  He 
was  on  the  landing  at  the  foot  of  the  slope  when  a  trip  of  cars  was 
being  hoisted  up  the  slope.  The  drawbar  between  the  first  and  second 
cars  broke,  allowing  the  second  and  third  cars  to  go  back  down  the 
slope;  the  safety  drag  turned  over  and  failed  to  hold.  The  cars  became 
derailed  after  reaching  the  landing.  The  coal  in  the  cars  was  thrown 
out  and  some  of  the  coal  struck  him,  knocking  him  down,  his  head 
striking  the  wheels  of  cars  standing  on  the  landing.  Fractured  skull, 
causing  instant  death. 

Sherman  E.  Carr,  December  30th,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the  Penn 
Mines,  Ltd.  (Chinook  Mine),  at  Edmonton,  caused  through  his  being 
crushed  by  an  electrically  operated  coal-cutting  machine.  He  was  moving 
the  machine  when  he  tripped  and  fell  in  front  of  the  machine  and  on  top 
of  the  rail;  the  machine  continuing  to  run  climbed  on  top  of  him.  Carr 
was  severely  crushed  internally,  all  the  organs  being  severed,  death  being 
practically  instantaneous. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  parties,  who  were  injured  in 
1926,  died  early  in  1927: 

Jas.  Duncan,  injured  on  July  9,  1926,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the 
McGillivray  Creek  Coal  &  Coke  Co,.,  Ltd.,  near  Coleman,  died  on 
January  9,  1927. 

H.  Vandermeer,  injured  on  Nov.  18,  1926,  in  the  mine  operated  by  the 
Bighorn  &  Saunders  Creek  Collieries,  Ltd.,  at  Saunders,  died  on  January 
9,  1927. 

Wm.  F.  Wilkinson,  injured  on  Nov.  29,  1926,  in  the  mine  operated  by 
Jas.  A.  Batie,  near  Bassano,  died  on  January  25,  1927.
